Basil avenue, and was taken ill on Sun¬ 
day morning, since when he had not 
recovered consciousness, parsing quiet¬ 
ly away at an early hour this morning^ 
Horn la Liverpool on December 24. 
18X2, the son of a man engaged In the 
coasting trade, the boy soon showed a 
taste for the sea. and entered the ser¬ 
vice of the Cunard''line at the early age 
of thirteen. The next few years wore 
spent sailing between Liverpool and 
New York, after which he had a more 
momentous voyage |n 1856, rounding the 
Horn on a trip to-Ran Francisco.
